SOSOCSESOOOD 


THE WAY WE WERE Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood 


Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley June-August /1857;- 

30th JUNE - | went to Oxford to be present at the Sessions, Susan, John and Robert went 
also for the day returning by the 3 o'clock train to be present at tea drinking of the National 
School children - 400 and upwards, which passed off well and happily to all concerned 
therein. We found milk etc. as usual for them - and gave sundry prizes to those children 
excelling in certain games, etc. 

16th JULY - A cricket match between Deddington and Barton took place in the Castle 
Grounds - Deddington was victorious. 

I8th JULY - | attended the Courts again - the prisoner George Savory was bbuvitied and 
sentenced to 15 years’ transportation for the burglary at Great Tew - it was an aggravated 
case, the prisoner having loaded firearms in his possession, both loaded and capped when he 
was taken by Edwards the Charlbury policeman, who behaved remarkably well in the matter - 
so much so that the Judge ordered him a reward of two guineas. 

22nd JULY - Went to London to the Exhibition a second time - John and Robert never having 
seen it, were more pleased than heretofore many things having been added thereto - were 
three days there. 

4th AUGUST - It was Willy's 18th birthday and we all went to Blenheim to spend the day.

GLEANINGS FROM THE PAST — PARISH AND DEANERY MAGAZINES 

As a member of Deddington Church Choir soon to attend the Choir Festival of 2001, I tremble with appre- 
hension. Will the critics of our day be as forthright as the ‘critics’ (no names supplied) who reported on the 
Deanery Choir Festival in the Parish Church in June 1900 ? 

“... The weather was kind, almost every Choir escaped a wetting... our hosts in Deddington did all that 
could be done. They could not provide us with an organ worthy of the occasion (an American organ and an 
orchestra accompanied the singers)... Nothing is more important for an Oxfordshire choir than to learn to 
produce a good quality of tone. It does not come to them naturally. Their untrained voices are often very 
harsh: but this can be cured by good teaching. If the tenors and basses, no less than the altos and trebles, will 
pay attention to him (the conductor), and not be satisfied with themselves as they are, we look for great 
improvement in quality of tone next year. But there is one thing quite essential. Those who are going to take 
part must attend the rehearsals. The Service on the 12" would have been rendered in a much more 
satisfactory way if the orchestra had found out beforehand how loudly or softly they were expected to play, 
and if all the singers, particularly all the altos, had been present at the rehearsal... As we have allowed 
ourselves to criticise the choirs, will the Committee forgive us for a grumble aimed in their direction? Why 
should not the speechmaking after tea be rigidly limited to a quarter of an hour ? After being in Church the 
whole afternoon the boys want to stretch their legs and their elders like to see their friends, and everyone 
wants fresh air.

After a slow beginning your poems flowed in. The response from the Primary School was magnificent, in 
terms of both quantity and quality. The judging took us four and a half hours. 
Adults. Some very fine entries. Marie L. Smith wrote a powerful evocation of medieval castle life, as did 
Maureen Dew who used taut grammar, the discipline of rhyme and wasted not a word. John Cheney’s 
thyming couplets were a delight. Like many of the younger writers, he drew a comparison between the castle 
of stone and that of sand. Bill Drake chose to write a gentle lyrical description of the Castle Grounds in 
winter. Ralph Elsley used Shakespeare’s and history’s more bloodthirsty moments for his sonnet about the 
puissant who met their death within castle walls. His final couplet provided the perfect change of mood. 
Maureen Dew wrote a second, tightly worded poem, metaphysical in its use of castle imagery. All the poems 
were a pleasure to read. 
Junior entries. Choosing just one winner proved impossible. Entries were divided into two age groups, 
7 -9 years and 9 - 11. Inevitably there were recurrent ideas and vocabulary so, in the final stages of the 
judging, we concentrated on signs of an individual voice, of writing that went beyond the obvious description 
of a castle (however good). There was also the question of illustrations, many of which were delightful and 
complemented the text. But some children did not illustrate their poems, many used computer graphics, we 
had not asked for illustrations. Finally we decided (sadly) that it would be unfair to award points for pictures. 
Form varied considerably. There were those who bravely ignored rhyme, but most revelled in the age-old 
pleasure of rhyming moon with June. Some of the Haikus were very impressive. Great length is not important 
if you can say what you want in 17 syllables.

GARDENING NOTES 


The new plants are in and the watering season has started. Each 
evening, wet or dry, Ralph and | issue forth watering cans in hand 
and do our stuff. And if we are ever away for a couple of days we suffer agonies of 
anxiety wondering if the little dears in the containers are surviving. So what about it? 
Can one make some sort of rule about this? Most gardeners would say that tubs last for 
three days at least without added water and | think that is probably so. But then they 
do need a good soaking, and not with icy cold water straight from the mains system nor 
with a fierce blast out of the hose pipe but with something a little more kindly. | try to 
keep two big cans full of tap water to warm up a bit during the day and use that in the 
evening. And we water every evening, even when it’s been pouring. Big leafed plants 
construct a sort of umbrella over themselves and the rain doesn't actually get to the 
soil. New plants get a dose of Phosphogen when they are put into the ground, container 
plants get fed once a week and hanging baskets every other day. It would be delightful 
to have one of those automatic systems which switch on at a given time and by means 
of a little tube dispense just the right amount of moisture to each urn. Intravenous 
feeding - and oh yes, | have seen such an arrangement right here in Deddington. 

We have in the last few years kept everything that needs water near the house. | don't 
fancy lugging heavy cans up to the top of the garden. But you've all got your own 
system and | should love to hear how other people manage. What irritates me is that 
just one good natural rainfall will do more than all the conscientious watering you can 
muster. Life just ain't fair. MARIANNE ELSLEY

NEWS FROM DEDDINGTON POLICE OFFICE 

In the year ending 2000, overall crime across the Thames Valley Police area (Berks, Bucks & 
Oxon) has fallen by 2%. This makes Thames Valley one of the safest places in the country. 
Vehicle crime fell by 15% with house burglaries down by 14.7% This is a continuing fall which 
has resulted in a 50% cut in the number of properties attacked over the last 8 years. 
Recruitment and retention of Officers is a major concern nationwide, and this Force suffers 
even more because of the expensive cost of living in this area. A campaign is under way to 
recruit an extra 325 Officers during this year. 

A major concern from the public is getting through on the telephone, the problem being that 
the number of calls handied has trebled over the last few years and the present system 
cannot cope. Therefore a project is now under way to improve telephone handling. Next year 
new state of the art control rooms will open to deal with the increasing amount of 999 calls, 
with two other centres being opened to deal with the increase of non-urgent calls. 

Deddington Police Office was the first rural office to open in the Thames Valley area and 
others are now being planned across the Force. At the end of June a new rural office opened 
at Upper Heyford to take into account the growing population. A new office will open in 
Burford this year. This will help to maintain Officers working with rural communities.

DAY SCHOOL ON DEDDINGTON CASTLE 12 May, 2001. Extracts from COLIN COHEN’S report 
The Day School, organised by OUDCE in conjunction with Deddington and District History Society, was 
highly successful and attended by some 80 delegates from as far away as Portsmouth. We heard four speakers 
on the subject of castles in general and on Deddington’s in particular. Dr. Chris Day organised and chaired 
the Workshop which we hope will lead to further investigations at the site 

After the Conquest, Deddington was granted to William’s half-brother, Odo of Bayeux, warrior bishop and 
tapestry fancier. The Deddington estate was one of the richest manors in Oxfordshire, worth twice as much as 
Banbury. Odo was deprived of his estates for rebellion in 1088. 

By the mid 12" century Deddington and its castle were in the hands of William de Chesney. After the civil 
war of 1138 —53 between Stephen and Matilda, the Chesneys were allowed to retain some of their lands, 
including Deddington. Inheritance to the estates was disputed, with the result that in 1190 Deddington was 
divided into three manors, a division that more or less persisted, and had long-lasting implications. The Castle 
manor next passed into the hands of the de Dive family, related to the Chesneys by marriage. The Dives were 
supporters of Richard the Lionheart against his troublesome brother, John. 

By 1277 the castle was described as ‘demolished’ and in 1310 as ‘debile’ meaning ‘weak, diminished’. 

Archaological evidence confirms that there had been no new building during the 13" century . In 1377 the 
canons of Bicester Priory were given permission to cart away the dressed stone from the walls. I suppose if 
you really want to rediscover the stones of Deddington Castle, you should go to Bicester. 

The archives contain references to 15”. and 16". century repairs at Castle House but none to buldings of the 
Castle. There may have been nothing above ground worthy of antiquarian Leland’s notice in the early 16". 
century, but plenty remained below. It was noted in 1819 that people were digging for building material at the 
east end of the site and that the keep had been excavated in the 1840s. Despite the depredations there 
remained stonework for 20 century archaologists to uncover. 

The de Dive family’s long association with Deddington had ended in 1364 when they sold their estate here to 
the Warden and Canons of St. George’s Chapel, newly founded by Edward 111 in Windsor Castle. The 
Canons held it for 500 years until, in 1866, the title passed to the Ecclesiastical Commisioners. In 1945 they 
sold the site to Deddington Parish Council, who still own it today.
